The 
Labor Union Monopoly 
Bites ALL Workers 





What kind of government is it which: 


. . » Prosecutes the Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea 
Company which it asserts handles about 612% 
of the retail food distributing business as an il- 
legal monopoly in restraint of trade, and 


. . . Seeks to break up four big meat packing 
companies and make them into 14 companies, 
charging the four with being a monopoly in 
restraint of trade, but 


. . » Makes no move whatsoever to apply the 
federal anti-trust laws to the exercise of virtu- 
ally 100 percent monopoly control of labor in 
the coal industry, and the only slightly less com- 
plete monopoly control of labor in the steel 
industry? 


The answer to that question is simple. It is class 
government of the most flagrant type, a govern- 
ment by which special privileges are dispensed 
without justice and to the great injury of all 
workers. It is the kind of government which will 
lead to the early sacking of the American en- 
terprise system and the personal freedoms of 


workers. 


In legal terms the explanation of this flagrant 
affront to good government is also simple. In 
1932 labor union activities were given virtually 
complete exemption from the application of the 
federal anti-trust laws by passage of the Norris- 
LaGuardia Act.

When the Norris-LaGuardia Act was passed 
labor unions were relatively weak. Only about 
16% of the nation’s industrial workers were 
organized, only about 12% of the steel workers. 
About two-thirds of the coal miners were union 
members, but only half that number were paying 
dues. The country was in the depth of its worst 
depression. The unemployment of about one- 
fourth of the labor force made monopoly control 
by labor seem so remote as to be almost fanciful. 


But after only seventeen years devoted to the 
promotion of labor union organization by the 
federal government, we have labor monopoly 
with us. In its power and scope it makes the 
alleged business monopolies being prosecuted 
under the federal anti-trust laws seem positively 
piddling. In its manners it makes the old-time 
business monopolists look like Lord Fauntleroys. 


What is lacking, grievously lacking, is action 
by Congress; action to shape our federal anti- 
trust laws to take account of the labor monopoly 
that has become ine dominant national force in 
our country today—a force that is leading to the 


loss of freedom of all workers. 


Before labor monopoly is broken up, as it must 
be broken up if our economy is not to be per- 
manently wrecked, other steps will no doubt be 
required. But one test more than any other will 
be the touchstone of the nation’s determination 
to keep its economic and personal freedom. It is 


what it does to see that labor monopoly re- 


ceives the same treatment under the federal 
anti-trust laws as any other kind of economic 


monopoly. 


The purpose of the federal anti-trust laws is to 
break up monopoly and preserve fair competition 
in the United States. It is a fine purpose. The 
wisdom and fairness of its application in partic- 
ular cases is often open to challenge. But in spite 
of bad administration every farsighted business 
man I know is a staunch defender of our na- 


tional anti-trust policy. 


At present, in the exemption of labor monop- 
oly, we have a breach in that policy which, if 
not closed, will soon become fatal both to the 
policy and the enterprise system it is designed 
to foster and protect. 


The main thing wrong today with Great Britain 
and indeed all Europe is that no effective anti- 
trust laws are in existence to protect the public 
from business and labor monopolies, to guaran- 
tee personal freedoms. No free economy in 
Europe or America can prosper as long as pro- 


tected monopolies remain and flourish. 


While your representatives in Congress are home 
with you talk to them about the special privi- 
leges now granted to labor union monopoly. 
You would serve your country well by finding 
out what they intend to do about it before it is 


too late.

How to Size Up 
The Cleaning Problem 
In any fleet shop the parts cleat 


ng problem can be sized up by cor 











sidering certain basic factors. These 
are: 
1. Substance to be removed 
from parts. 
2. Number of parts to be cleaned 
daily. 


3. Size of the parts. 
4. Layout of the fleet shop. 
5. How to do the cleaning job. 


Parts cleaning is more than the 
removal of loose dirt or grease. 
Parts cleaning is the removal of 
any foreign substance, cleaning the 
part right down to the bare metal. 
Common substances to be removed 
include: 


Carbon. Oil. 
Engine varnish. Caked-on dirt 
Gum deposits. Sludge 


Grease. 























These materials on metal present 
the makings of a tough cleaning 
job. With few exceptions, the parts 
to be cleaned are irregular in shape 
which makes scraping or brushing 
a long, tedious process with rela- 
tively poor results. In addition to 
being slow and ineffective, scraping 
or brushing may result in unneces- 
sary damage to the part being 
cleaned. Also, for some parts, such 
as carburetor jets, there is no way 
to do the job other than through 
a proven parts cleaning routine. 


Cleaning Materials 
On any comparison, 
chemicals offer a better solution to 
the parts cleaning problem than the 
use of gasoline or other such sol-

Chemical cleaners are readily 
available to care for any parts 
cleaning operation. Even tough

If, through chemical treatment, 
he surface tension of water should 
e reduced to the same level as that 
f the oil film, the water would 
pread out over the oil film. This 
rocess could be continued until the 
urface tension of the water is less 
than that of the oil film, and the 
water penetrates and displaces the 
il film. When this occurs, the oil 
will form drops on the surface of 
the water film. While these droplets 
of oil may not be completely de- 
tached from the surface being 
cleaned, nevertheless, the film has 
been penetrated and is well on the 
way to being removed.

Emulsifying Action 
The forces of adhesion that bind 
an oily tilm to a surface are excep- 
tionally strong. After increasing 
the wetting action of water and 
thus loosening the grip of the oily 
film on a surface, the next step is 
an emulsifying agent to actually 
detach the oil drops from the sur- 
face and disperse or combine them 
in the cleaning solution. In a sense, 
the cleaner has digested the oil.

Brakes 


Brake Drum Mach 


HE RELINING of brakes is 

one of the most often per- 
formed jobs in this phase of 
truck maintenance, followed by 
brake drum machining operations. 
Servicing of the brakes includes 

a careful check of drums, to make 
sure they still are capable of giv- 
ing correct service. Then, if work 
is necessary it comes in two steps 
First, the machining operation to 
get the drums circular. Second, 
smoothing the surface, to increase 
the life of the brake lining, and 
to lengthen out brake adjustments 
One of the basic requirements 
of a brake drum is perfect circu- 
larity, or substantially so, of the 
surface which is contacted by the 


frictional lining. That surface, too, 
must be uniform across its width

These features are illustrated by 
Fig. 1. 

The interior circular surface of 
the drum must also be concentric 
with the center of rotation, shown 
in Fig. 2. It follows, then, that any 
subsequent machining operations 
on a worn or distorted drum should 
be done with the drum “located” in 
the reconditioning machine on cen- 
ters that hold it in the same rela- 
tive position as in Fig. 2. This in- 
sures against the drum running 
out-of-round when the hub-drum 
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assembly is reinstalled on the ve 
hicle and runs on its own bearings 

Generally speaking brake drun 
turning, grinding, and _ honing 
equipment is made so the drum and 
its hub are mounted on cone adapt- 
ers which in turn are mounted o7 
a revolving spindle. Even dual 
wheel brake drums can be recon 
ditioned in this manner without 
removing the tires. The turning bit 
or grinding wheel, therefore, pe} 
forms its function whereby cor 
centricity exists between the new 
surface inside the drum and the 
wheel bearing or axle center. 

Still other portable type equi 
ment handles and services larg 
truck drums right on the shop floo) 
with tires on or off and without 
having to use a hoist or crane.

stationary lathe for shop use. For 
field use, or other requirements 
‘alling for portable equipment, the 
athe head can be removed from the 
vase for operation in any location. 

Pressed steel drums, cast-iron 
lrums, and combination drums of 
steel and cast iron are in general 
ise. 

In the case of a pressed steel 
irum, A, Fig. 3, the tendency for 
heat expansion is resisted by the 
internal flange on the hub-attach- 
ng side. In order to get away 
from the former tendency for “‘bell- 
mouthing” of the drum, existing 
practice is to have an external rib 
or flange on the open side of the 
drum. 

Centrifuse drums, B in Fig. 3, 
provide light weight with ample 
strength by combining a steel drum 
and a cast-iron liner for the brak- 
ing surface. Usually a rib is rolled 
in the drum near the open side to 
give greater strength. For better 
heat dissipation, cooling ribs are 
sometimes added to the outside of 
the drum. 

Brake service work always con- 
siders careful examination of the 
drums for heat checking, pitting, 
or scoring. Drums also are _ in- 
spected for warping, distortion, 
out-of-roundness, barrel-shaping, 
and bell-mouthing. The latter con- 
dition is seldom encountered. 

Out-of-roundness of the drum 
can be detected on a brake adjust- 
ment job by adjusting the shoes 
with a slight drag and turning the 
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Fig. 3. At A is shown a pressed steel drum; B, centrifuse type drum with cast 


iron liner. 


wheel. Any increase in drag, or 
reduction in drag, indicates out-of- 
roundness. 

The inside diameter or braking 
surface of a drum can be checked 
in various ways. Two common 
methods are shown in Fig. 4. Pref- 
erably the measurements should be 
taken at the open and closed edges 
of the drum and at right angles 
to each measurement. If the bulge 
is to be checked several measure- 
ments are taken at several points 
between the outer and inner edges 
Maximum run-out or eccentricity 
permissible with brake drums is 
.010 in. After that point has been 
reached, reconditioning is in order. 
Drums should run true on their 
hubs within a maximum of .0065 
in. Maximum taper of the lining 


raceway should not exceed .005 in 

In the process of finish-machin- 
ing brake drums, each drum is 
mounted on the wheel hub with 
which it will be used in service on 
the vehicle. Centering of the drum 
is accomplished by using steel 
cones, Fig. 5, which are usually in- 
cluded with the accessories accom- 
panying drum reconditioning equip- 
ment. By thus centering the drum 
concentric cuts of the tool are in- 
sured. Some large shops having a 
full line of machine tool equipment 
can machine brake drums in a ver- 
tical boring machine. 

The conventional round-nosed 
tool, Fig. 6, familiar to every ma- 
chinist is generally used for the 
removal of metal from the drum, 
especially on the first cut. The

How to Goat Jop 
Fleet Operating 
Efficiency 


The truck fleet operator often asks the question as to what information 


{ssistant Editor 


he must have in order to operate his fleet at the highest peak of 


efficiency. C. F. Hawes, traflic manager. Dairymen’s League Co-operative 


Association. simplifies the answer to the question in this article. 


HERE are three factors the 
manager must know about a 
fleet to operate it efficiently 
from a central headquarters at 
some distant point across the state 
or across the nation. 
Operating costs. 
Condition of trucks and other au- 
tomotive equipment. 
Morale of drivers and shop men. 
When the manager has this in- 
formation at his finger tips he can 
efficiently operate the fleet from 
any point, near or far away. This 
Sage advice is proffered by C. F. 
Hawes, traffic manager for the 
Dairymen’s League Co-operative 
Association, New York City. 
From his offices high up in the 
League’s office building on 42nd 
Street, Mr. Hawes and his staff 
control the operation of 1,200 
trucks, truck-tractor and_ tank- 
trailer combinations, and cars sta- 
tioned at 12 branches in New York 
State and one in New Jersey. 
Tangible facts pertaining to op- 
erating costs and the condition of 
automotive equipment emanate 
from the branches at regular inter- 
vals. These data are correlated and 
offer specific information pin point- 
ing possible causes of trouble, as 
well as furnishing management a 
complete picture of the condition of 
the fleet. 
In these hard and cold facts, 


quite often the morale of drivers 
and shop personnel is seen. For in- 
stance, in many cases where rises 
in operating costs in a branch could 
not be pin pointed to a mechanical 
cause it has been found that em- 
ployes’ feelings have not been up to 
par. A driver’s attitude very often 
is shown in the care he gives his 
rig. 

Each of the League’s branches 
has its own maintenance’ shop 
where regular servicing and inspec-

tions, adjustments, and minor re 
pairs are hundled. Engine and bod: 
rebuilding, and major overhauls 
are handled at the Middleton, N.

The dairy fleet has a “working’ 
preventive maintenance plan where 
by all units are brought into the 
shops around the 10,000 mile mark 
and given a thorough, 26-point ir 
spection. 

Facts which are later reported t

When a unit is inspected, for in- 
tance, and a replacement of some 
art is necessary the preventive 
laintenance schedule sheet is noted 
o that effect. When the replace- 
lent or repair work is actually 
lone, this is noted on a labor cost 
ard giving the time the job started 
ind stopped.

A special record of tire and tube 
replacements is kept in a separate 
ile. Accident records also are kept 
for that purpose alone. Later this 
information is carried over into 
monthly reports. 

A driver's report records driver’s 
ind truck and trailer time working 
ind operating, respectively. A sim- 
lar report is for recording work- 
ng time of shop personnel. 

A daily vehicle report and oper- 
iting supplies record lists items in 
relation to a vehicle’s operations 
during the day. The driver’s name 
is posted, truck number, route, 
odometer reading at start and fin- 
ish, time out and in, and a complete 
itemized list of supplies, such as 
fuel, oil, etc., and type of work 
truck. When a truck is 
idle the reason also is given.

In instances where trucks are 
performing their regular duties of 
transporting milk, a daily hauling 


report vers the operations of the 
unit. This report is primarily for 
recording the unit’s payload. It 
picks up other relative information 
such as time in operation, mileage, 
supplies used, etc. 

All cost data pertaining to trucks 
and other automotive equipment is 
posted automotive cost data 
sheet. This is a monthly recap of 
cost and operating information. 

Finally, all cost and operation 
data progresses to the truck cost 
data report. This form gives a 
complete monthly account of each 
unit. It lists operating, mainte- 
nance, and fixed expenses. Further, 
operating data such as miles oper- 
ated and pounds of material hauled 
are posted and totalled. It covers 


trips, days idle in the shop or 


otherwise; and from the above in- 
formation current month cost per 
mile, cumulative unit and operation 


costs are determined.

This record makes it possible for 
a close check of the individual unit, 
a branch, or the entire fleet. These 
data serve as month to month 
checks, yardsticks against which 
one unit can be compared with an- 
other, and one branch compared 
with another. 

When unit operating costs go up, 
there is a reason why, and when it 
is seen, a check is made immedi- 
ately to determine the cause. This 
is done by checking the _ unit 
against another unit of the same 
type in a similar operation 

Maintenance expenses, of course, 
often place a unit in a higher cost 
bracket for the month. This is seen 
immediately when maintenance ex 
penses are checked. If this cost is 
in relation or compares with other 
units of the same type and in simi- 
lar service, it is considered par. 
On the other hand, if maintenance 
costs are higher and not in relation 
with other units, say for instance 
they are continually running 
higher, a check of the cause is 
made. 

There are a number of possible 
causes for high maintenance ex- 
penses. One is miles operated. If 
a truck has been overworked in 
comparison with other similar 
units, or if it were continually op- 
erated at peak loads, costs go up, 
and these factors are seen in a 
check of comparative records.

seen through a check of the mainte 
nance and operating data. The 
condition of the engine is often 
seen in fuel and oil consumption 

When the records indicate engine 
work is needed the unit is brought 
in for an inspection and if neces 
sary is repaired. If the failure is 
premature, the cause is determined 
Premature failure usually is found 
to be due to less extensive overhaul 
previously, inferior parts or equip- 
ment, or poor repair job. The 
causes of such failures’ repeat 
themselves in other units, making 
it possible to easily find the exact 
CaUSeS., 

Costs can easily ro higher due 
to toll charges, wage increases, 
miles operated, pounds hauled, ac 
cidents, and of course higher fixed 
charges such as storage, deprecia- 
tion, licenses, and insurance. In- 
creases such as these are easily 
seen in this information 

Weather conditions often send 
costs higher, and are taken into 
consideration in making a com- 
parison test. 

The fleet’s method of correlating 
information makes it possible to 
keep the fleet operating at maxi- 
mum efficiency and minimum cost, 


according to Mr. Hawes.

New York Terminal to Cut 


HE New York Union Motor 
Truck Terminal, which was 
built to serve over-the-road 
carriers hauling mixed loads of 
merchandise into the metropolitan 
New York area, has been opened. 
The new terminal, near the Hol- 
land Tunnel, is to reduce carriers’ 
terminal costs, reduce traffic con- 
gestion in Manhattan streets, and 
to provide facilities for speeding up 
the distribution of mixed freight 
throughout the metropolitan area 
Several features of the new ter- 
minal make the cost and time sav- 
ing factors possible. Highlighting 
these are the modern building, 
equipment for unloading and dis- 
tributing merchandise from incom- 
ing trucks; and the system of 
smaller trucks, called the ““mosquito 
fleet,” for delivering mixed loads 
of merchandise to the various sec- 
tions of the metropolitan area. 
The terminal structure is 1,000 
ft. long and 175 ft. wide, and has 
a freight platform 800 ft. long and 
80 ft. wide. The platform has 
berths on both sides for 144 trucks. 
Eighty berths are for over-the-road 
units, and 56 are for local truck-

men, pickup and delivery operators, 
shippers’ trucks, and connecting 
line carriers. All trucks parked for 
loading and unloading are within 
the building lines. 


Speed in Distribution 


An overhead chain conveyor runs 
the full length of the platform to 
speed the distribution of merchan- 
dise from the parked trailers. A 
flat truck placed on the conveyor 
goes to any point on the platform. 

An innovation to truck freight 
platform use is a pneumatic tube 
communication system to direct the 
flow of merchandise through the 
terminal. Public address and inter- 
communicating systems supplement 
the pneumatic tube. 

Speed in distribution is possible 
through the facilities of the ter- 
minal and the smaller trucks in the 
mosquito fleet. 

Here’s how: 

A carrier drops his trailer in an 
assigned berth. 

Papers covering the load are sent 
through the pneumatic tube system 
from the platform to the register- 


ing and routing sections where all 
terminal movements are recorded. 
One copy of the manifest is re- 
turned to the unloading area and 
the remaining papers are dispatched 
through the pneumatic tube system 
to the platform control section on 
the mezzanine at the north end of 
the platform. 

Unloading crews place the mer- 
chandise on flat trucks, notify the 
platform control section by remote 
control, and the trucks are placed 
on the conveyor for movement to 
the designated sections. 

Merchandise moving in “LD,” 
local delivery service, is taken from 
the conveyor at the zone section 
assigned to pickup and delivery 
contractors where it is loaded on 
trucks in the mosquito fleet. 

Some merchandise may be stored 
for a short time in the terminal. 
These “WC,” will call shipments, 
are removed from the conveyor at 
a short-time storage room and held 
for the consignee’s account. 

Other shipments through the ter- 
minal are termed “EH,” export 
hold; “ONH,” order notify hold; 
“CC,” connecting carrier service;

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The rubber industry can use 
heated service. Liquid latex moves 
in large quantities out of Akron 
to the East. Without heated serv- 
ice, cargo has to move when the 
weather is right. If a shipment 
cools to around 35°F. it has to be 
returned for reworking. One loss 
of this type ran into $36,000. Starch, 
shoe polish, and chemicals are some 


other products requiring heat pro- 


tection, just to mention a few. 
The railroads provide heated 
service, at an additional fee, and 


guarantee shipments for a specified 
time. This service in some cases 
is used by shippers during the win- 
ter, who return to motor transport 
when the spring weather makes 
highway shipments possible. In 
other cases, shippers use motor 
transport the vear around, holding 
up shipments when the weather 
turns cold. 

Heated service is a growing phase 
of highway transportation. Carriers 
are expanding, such as an eastern 
carrier offering heated service in a 
straight truck installation, who 
this winter will expand this opera- 
ation with heated service in semi- 


trailers. The straight truck set-up 
was put in service to meet require- 
ments of a manufacturer when the 
carrier observed that return ship- 
ments bulked up rather big after a 
cold snap. The carrier intended the 
service for its regular route, but 
the shipper was so pleased with re- 
sults that the truck was leased and 
operated for some five months so 
points could be served beyond the 
area served by the carrier. 

The semi-trailers will be equipped 
with complete units. After loading, 
the trailer can be moved to a park- 
ing area, with the heater operating 
and protecting the cargo, until the 
carrier’s truck-tractor arrives to 
take it on the road. 

The carrier has not added up all 
the business potentials with the 
added equipment. Experience with 
the truck showed a definite demand 
for the service. Now that trailer 
units are so equipped, it will be pos- 
sible to solicit business on the basis 
of the company being able to make 
such service available at once. And 
the carrier is confident the terri- 
tory will vield many opportunities 
to expand the company’s services.

Better Protection at Lower Cost Sought 
By Fresh Fruit and Vegetable Group 


ITH the increasing use of 
trucks for long distance 
hauling of perishables, the 
design of cargo space, and refriger- 
ating equipment, for hauling per- 
ishable commodities has become a 
major problem of the United Fresh 
Fruit & Vegetable Association. 
The association has named a 
truck transportation committee to 
study existing facilities and to help 
“develop better motor trucks for 
handling perishable commodities.” 


Committee's Objectives 

The prime objective of the com- 
mittee, an association spokesman 
said, is to “improve and stabilize” 
truck transportation in this indus- 
try to the end that the best inter- 
ests of growers, shippers, and con- 
sumers served. 

John N. Kelley, manager of fruit 
transportation of the Fruit Dis- 
patch Co. and chairman of the 
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United Refrigerator Car Commit- 
tee, named the truck committee at 
a recent meeting in New York 
Chairman is T. G. Lumbra, vice- 
president, Champlain Valley Fruit 
Co., Burlington, Vt. Mr. Lumbra 
is assisted by John Benson, man- 
ager, Alexander Marketing Co., San 
Benito, Tex.; Dr. H. T. Cook, senior 
pathologist, Bureau of Piant Indus- 
try, Beltsville, Md.; John B. Hulse, 
secretary-manager, Truck-Trailer 
Manufacturers Association, Wash- 
ington, D. C.; F. E. Luebbe, traffic 
manager, The Kroger Co., Cincin- 
nati; Durward Seals, traffic man- 
ager, United Fresh Fruit & Vege- 
table Association, Washington, 
D. C.; Gordon Stedman, secretary 
manager, Growers and Shippers 
League of Florida, Orlando; and 
Hoy Stevens, chief of equipment 
and maintenance, American Truck- 
ing Associations, Washington, D. C 

Mr. Kelley said the truck com 


mittee was organized to work along 
parallel lines as the Refrigerator 
Car Committee in developing rail- 
road reefers with maximum effi- 
ciency for the transportation of 
fresh fruits and vegetables. 

“The increasing use of trucks 
for long distance hauling of fresh 
produce makes it desirable to im- 
prove trucks so they will do a bet 
ter job at lowest possible cost,” said 


Mr. Kelley. 


All-Purpose Truck 

“Among the important objectives 
of the committee will be to recom- 
mend specifications for an all-pur- 
pose truck that will be adaptable 
for hauling various kinds of mer- 
chandise such as fresh produce and 
other perishable commodities,” he 
said. 

“The committee will study and 
make recommendations with regard 
to the amount of refrigeration nec- 
essary for various fruits and vege- 
tables; the insulation required; the 
use of mechanical refrigeration or 
ice: the placing of the load in the 
truck; ventilation; pre-cooling; and 
other related subjects.” 

The committee will use as back- 
ground information results of a 
questionnaire it sent out in Sep- 
tember, 1948, among some whole 
salers and common and contract Car- 
riers. The survey results offer in 
formation on trucks such as dimen 
sions, insulation, doors, reftrigerat- 
ing units, ice bunkers, cooling ca- 
pacity, heaters, fans, temperature 
controls, routes and distances trav- 
eled, minimum and maximum 
elapsed time for hauls, and serv 
ices provy icle d 

The ultimate aim of the commit 
tee is to perform a service to the 
industry with a result of bringing 
fruits and vegetables to consumers 
in better condition at less cost 

The committee has been sub 
divided into three groups so that 
recommendations to the industry 
can be announced at the earliest 
possible time. These are legislative, 
traffic, and equipment. Mr. Sted- 
man, Mr. Seals, and Mr. Lumbra 
are chairman of the three groups, 
respectively 

The groups W ill handle such prob 
lems as state maximum weight 
laws, specifications for improved 
truck transportation equipment, and 
traffic problems. All problems will 
be handled simultaneously 





Truck Factors 
In Beverage Deliveries 


HE CHARACTER of practically 

every business states as its 

purpose the making of a rea- 
sonable profit. I am sure there is 
general agreement that during the 
past year profits have not been easy 
and it is forcing greater considera- 
tion at all times to more economical 
operation. This is particularly true 
in the carbonated beverage indus- 
try because product price has not 
been increased. 

It is not always recognized that 
the most important part of a 
bottler’s expense dollar is repre- 
sented by truck operation. Chart 
No. 1 shows this graphically. Here 
is indicated the fact that the oper- 
ation of motor trucks in the deliv- 
ery of your product represents 30% 
of the total expense of doing busi- 
ness; production represents 26%; 
sales 16%; advertising 12% and 
administration 8%—leaving a net 
profit of approximately 8%. 

It is essential that the delivery 
problem be recognized in its true 
importance. The fact that it rep- 
resents 30° of the total operating 
dollar is evidence enough for seri- 
ous consideration of what can be 
done to make delivery of the prod-

uct more efficient and more eco- 
nomical. 

The production end of the 
bottlers’ business—as well as most 
all other businesses—has shown a 
great improvement in_ efficiency 
during the past years. Many im- 
provements in automatic machinery 
have been made, making it possible 
to substantially reduce production 
expense and in turn greatly lower 
the cost of producing a case of car- 
bonated beverage. The same im- 
provement has not been available in 
motor trucks. Trucks have been 
just about what they used to be 
years ago. They have provided a 
space for the body, for the driver 
and they have become quite depend- 
able in terms of their ability to op- 
erate and deliver merchandise. 
Nothing has been done, however, to 
make them capable of delivering 
more carbonated beverage within 
the allotted delivery time.

The truck is an expense item- 
absolutely necessary in getting the 
product to the consumer. It should 
be just as efficient in its job of de- 
livery as the bottling and washing 
machinery is in its job of pro- 
duction. Truck manufacturers, up 
to this time, have not produced a 
truck capable of reducing delivery 
costs because it has been designed 
to deliver more cases of carbonated 
beverages. The bottling industry 
must have a truck built for this 
purpose as delivery costs represent 
one of the most lucrative fields fo 
cost reduction. 

In order to make it clear why a 
truck specifically designed for the 
delivery of carbonated beverages is 
necessary, the daily work of 
bottler’s truck must be understood 
Here are the steps necessary in the 
daily life of a bottler’s truck 
listed according to the order i 
which they occur. Each step of the 
delivery day consumes time in pro 
portion to the truck’s ability to 
meet each one of these delivery re 
quirements: 


1. Going from the plant to the 
beginning of the route. This is a 
problem of traffic conditions. 

2. Parking at the point of deliv- 
ery. This is a time-consuming fac- 
tor that is getting more aggravat- 
ing all the time. With parking re- 
strictions, heavy traffic and more 
automobiles on the streets at all 
times, the time consumed for the 
bottler’s truck to park in front of 
the delivery point is increasing, 
thereby increasing non-productive 
time. 

3. Getting in and out of the cab. 
This is a time-consuming operation 
and an energy-consuming task. 
Many of the bottlers have gone to 
what is called cab-over-engine truck 
for shorter length. The cabs on 
these trucks are very high so that 
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getting in and out of them is a dif- 
ficult job. It usually requires three 
x four steps that are not easy to 
make and not only take time but 
ilso consume considerable energy 
yn the part of the salesman. 

4. Unloading cases at the deliv- 
ery stops. The height of the frame 
f the truck—and as a result the 
height of the cases—plays a very 
important part in the time con- 
sumed for taking loaded cases from 
the truck body and delivering them 
to the customer. This operation is 
also a heavy physical burden for 
the driver. 

5. Delivery to outlet. This is a 
matter of carrying the cases to the 
customer’s place of business or 
trucking them—depending on the 
quantity delivered. 

6. Loading empty cases. This is 
a matter of lifting the cases up to 
the point on the truck where trey 
are to be located. The higher the 
point that the salesman must reavh, 
the more time and energy are con- 
sumed. 

7. Driving between customers 
This, again, is a matter of traffic 
conditions and the time consumed 
getting through traffic with all the 
problems encountered today. 

8. Returning from end of route 
to plant. 

It will be seen from this analysis 
that the delivery procedure can be 
broken down into each one of the 
elements that consume time. This 
analysis is based on the fact that 
the objective of a delivery truck is 
to get the carbonated beverage in 
the hands of the customer so that 
the money for the product can be 
collected. All operations that go to 
accomplish this sale are, in effect, 
non-productive and costly. Any- 
thing that can be done to reduce 
the time required by any one or all 
of these factors so that more cases 
an be delivered on each trip will 
contribute heavily to lower costs 
for this largest of expense items 
the delivery operation. 

Now, in any consideration of 
what can be done to help this prob- 
lem it is important to understand 
what it costs to run a truck. It 
must be recognized that there are 
two kinds of costs for a bottler’s 
delivery truck. One is fixed costs 
These costs accrue whether the 
truck runs one mile or a hundred 
miles a day. They go on regardless 
of whether the truck delivers five

cases or 200 cases. In other words, 
these costs represent the expense of 
having the truck on the street even 
though it does very little work and 
operates very few miles. 

The other classification of costs 
is what is known as operating costs 
These build up according to the 
mileage run and represent the gas, 
oil, tires and maintenance of the 
vehicle. It will be seen from Chart 

showing the breakdown of these 
costs—that the average daily fixed 
cost, on the basis of a 300 day year, 
is $12.67 for a delivery truck. This 
includes driver-salesman’s wage 
based on the hourly wage but not 
including commissions. Commis- 


sions are considered as a sales cost 


and build up in proportion to the 


cases sold. The operating costs 

the ones that accumulate according 
to the mileage run—are $3.44 a day 
based on 40 miles a day. If less 
miles are operated, the operating 
cost will be less per day; if more 


miles are operated, this cost will b« 


higher per day. It will be noticed 
that a delivery truck in city oper- 
ation where mileages are relatively) 
short that the fixed cost represents 
approximately 75% of the total 
daily cost. It is a cost that will be 
there regardless of miles run or 
cases delivered. In comparison, op 
erating costs are very small. Yet, 
all too often consideration is con 
centrated on the operating costs in 
stead of fixed cost and productive 
capacity 

In other words, the truck is a 
delivery machine capable of de 
livering a certain number of cases 
of carbonated beverages a day. If 
that machine can be so designed 
that it will deliver more cases per 
day in the same amount of time, 
then it will save substantial sums 
of money and greatly reduce de 
livery cost 

It must be clear that the truck is 
a production machine just as much 
as the production machinery in the 
plant. The truck must be designed

to produce more deliveries in order 
to reduce costs. It can readily be 
seen that a truck costing $12.67 per 
day (fixed cost) regardless of how 
much it delivers, can seriously 
penalize the cost per case if it is 
not an efficient delivery machine. 
A simple example shows how this 
works:

This example shows the impor- 
tance of delivering the maximum 
number of cases per day per order 
to reduce costs. The limitation on 
the total number of cases that can 
be delivered per day is the time 
available for delivery to the cus- 
tomer. This is limited so that the 
only way that more cases per truck 
per day can be delivered is by hav- 
ing a truck that is engineered to 
deliver more cases than a standard 
truck. The truck itself must be 
able to save time in every one of 
the eight delivery steps so that 
more cases can be delivered. 

In order to make this a little 
more realistic, reference is made to 
Chart 3 which shows how a truck 
specifically designed for maximum 
efficiency in delivery can save large 
sums of money. This chart shows a 
comparison of a fleet of trucks that 
can only deliver 180 cases per truck 
per day because of the nature of 
their design—with a fleet that can 
handle 225 cases per truck per day 
because of the efficient manner in 
which it is built for the delivery of 


carbonated beverages. Following 


through on this example—both 
fleets delivering the same number 
of cases per day, 3,600—it will be 
seen that the fleet equipped with 
trucks designed to deliver 180 cases 
each per day requires 20 units 
whereas the fleet equipped with 
trucks designed to handle 225 cases 
each per day requires only 16 units. 
This means that four less trucks 
are required. 

Referring again to the schedule 
of fixed costs it will be seen that the 
annual saving in fixed costs will be 
$15,200. There might also be a 
slight saving in the operating costs 
because with fewer trucks there 
would be less total mileage operated. 
This, however, would be very slight 
and the main saving would be in 
the fixed cost. 

Chart 4 shows the effect of this 
savings on the cost per case. It 
starts with 170 cases and shows the 
effect of the cost per case through 
various ranges up to 225 cases per 
day. This is all based on a total 
truck cost of $16.11. You will see

that with an increase of 20 cases per 
day delivered there is a saving of 
about l¢ per case. If it goes up as 
high as 50 additional cases delivered 
per day, it goes up to 2¢ per case. 

These examples indicate very 
clearly the great possibilities of 
substantial savings in delivery costs 
that can be attained with trucks 
that are specifically designed to 
furnish delivery tools and more 
efficient delivery of carbonated bev- 
erages. It is more and more ap 
parent that the bottling industry 
must have trucks that are designed 
for their industry and not accept 
just any truck designed for over- 
the-road service and use it in their 
service. The costs are entirely too 
high and with profits so much 
harder to realize, the industry can- 
not stand the additional expense 
that comes as a result of inefficiency 
in their transportation. 

A truck specifically designed fo) 
the delivery of carbonated bever- 
ages must have the following fun- 
damentals in its construction. 

First—the shortest possible turn 
ing radius in-order to provide the 
maximum maneuverability in city 
delivery, city traffic, and for park- 
ing conditions. This result can only 
be attained by having a very short 
wheelbase and a wide tread front 
axle. These all contribute to time 
savings and make it possible to de 
liver more Cases per day. 

Second—a low cab height with 
maximum accessibility for getting 
in and out on the curb side. This 
will save time that can be used for 
more deliveries and will save driver 
energy, making him a better sales- 
man. 

Third—lowest possible loading 
and unloading height. The handling 
of 200 or more cases per day is a 
very heavy physical burden. The 
lower these cases can be to the 
salesman’s reach, the easier and 
faster the loaded cases can be taken 
off the truck and empty cases placed 
back on the truck. It will save time 
that can be used in making more 
deliveries and greatly decrease fa- 
tigue of the salesman-driver, en- 
abling him to do a better over-all 
job of selling. 

Fourth—a high degree of safety 
designed into the truck. This means 
maximum vision in all directions 
to avoid accidents in the heavy

Drivers Earn Bonus 
By Improving Fleet 
Maintenance 


There are many types of incen- 
tives linking the truck driver with 
maintenance, and here is one used 
by C. A. Nelson, of Nelson Broth- 
ers, Craig, Colo., that should be of 
interest to many fleet owners. 

Each Nelson driver can earn a 
bonus of $600 a year if there are 
no chargeable repairs. Drivers are 
kept on the same truck, and they 
are responsible for looking after 
the usual operating conditions of 
the vehicle. Any maintenance cost 
is charged against the $600. 

The plan works by the company 
depositing the $600 at the begin- 
ning of the year to each driver. 
Drivers, for instance, are to keep 
oil in the crankcase at the proper 
level. If the engine is damaged on 
account of low oil level, the main- 
tenance cost is taken from the 
$600. At the end of the year, in 
the current campaign that will be 
Dec. 20, each driver will get $600 
or what is left of his bonus fund.

The 
general trend, he pointed out, dur- 
ing the past few years has been 
against further regulation, prob- 
ably stemming from war-time regu- 
latory measures. But such a step 
towards matching the driver’s skill 
with the type of vehicle he operates 
is in line with making vehicles that 
much safer.

Overload Violators 
In High Places 


The problem of overloading is 
without a doubt the most serious 
factor of public relations now fac- 
ing the trucking industry. It is a 
peg on which the opposition is now 
hanging a portion of its program 
in fighting truck competition. Fur- 
thermore, the industry has been 
faced for many years with consid- 
eration of what is a fair and equit- 
able “load” with the regulations of 
the various states presenting a 
formidable legal barrier to inter- 
state commerce. 

The industry is aware of this 
situation, and responsible elements 
have long decried overloading, pre- 
ferring to follow the path of obey- 
ing the law while working to cor 
rect any injustices caused by weight 
restrictions. The industry, also, is 
on record against overloading 
through a resolution adopted at the 
latest annual convention of the 
American Trucking Associations. 

There is one tendency, however, 
that should not be overlooked in 
this situation. It is only human to 
assume that the “better,” the “re 
sponsible” factors in the industry, 
of course, are above such tacties 
There is danger of smugness de- 
feating the very efforts of the in- 
dustry

The Right Oil 
Helps Cold Starting 


OLD weather, always tougher 

on engines, often brings with 

it the problem of hard start- 
ing. Especially is this true when 
starting “‘cold.” 

Batteries may be blamed for 
being “down” when starting is 
difficult and while it is true the 
“dead” ina 
final effort to operate the starter, 
the fact is the battery, coil, or igni- 
tion in general is not generally to 
blame for cold starting failures. 

Take a normal engine under nor- 
mal weather conditions—tempera- 
tures of from 50°F. or above. In 


battery may be almost 


this engine the valves are free, pis- 
tons and bearings work without ex- 
cessive friction because the oil in 
the pan is suitable for these tem- 
peratures. And, when the starter 
switch is closed, the engine re- 
volves briskly, and the valves close 
tightly since the valve stems are 
free in their guides. 

The normal engine with a com- 
pression ratio of say, 6 to 1, draws 
in a full charge of combustible mix- 
ture due to its fast turning. 

The mixture is compressed to a 
pressure of over 100 pounds per 
square inch and the heat of com- 
pression raises the temperature to 
somewhere between 400 and 600°F. 
above the intake temperature. With 
temperatures like this it does not 
take much in the way of a spark 
to start the engine. 

In cold weather, battery efficiency 
is down due to low temperatures 
Heavy or thick oil puts an extreme 
ly heavy load on the starter. Cold 
oil on the valve stems does not let 
the valves close properly. The end 
result is that even though the 
starter cranks the engine slowly, 
there is not speed enough for the 
engine to draw in an ample charge 
of combustible mixture. 


Also, since under these condi-

tions, valves may not seat tightly, 
there is little compression, and 
without compression the fuel mix- 
ture is not heated to the point 
where it will ignite regardless of 
how much spark there is. If it 
does ignite, the resultant heat of 
combustion is not sufficient to de- 
velop power enough to keep the en- 
gine operating. 


Normal Temperatures 


It will be noted from the chart 
that normal temperatures for the 





gaseous mixture before ignition is 
several hundred degrees above in- 
take temperature. Thus the matter 
of 50°F. temperature in a garage 
or outside is not enough to cause 
an engine to fail to start, providing 
it is in good condition. 


Unless there is the correct grade 
of oil in the pan, and all valves are 
working to insure good compres- 
sion, it’s expecting too much of a 
battery, or ignition system, to start 
such an engine. The correct grade 
of oil, and freeing up the valve 
stems with a top cylinder lubricant 
or crankcase oil additive, are in 
order before contemplating a new 
battery. 


An analysis of the engine for 
compression and vacuum should 
follow to be sure the engine is in 
operating condition. Then and onl) 
then, should a new battery, coil, or 
whatever else may be needed be 
considered. 


Another way to put it would be 
to say that an oil change along with 
some kind of “upper engine lubrica 
tion” that will catch the valve 
stems, is more apt to help in cold 
starting than a new battery whic! 
may be overworked trying to do a1 
almost impossible job.

Suggests Public Financing 


Public financing of rolling stock 
through group action by carriers 
issuing equipment trust certificates 
was suggested by a banker, Edward 
Hopkinson, Jr., of Drexel & Co., 
Philadelphia. 

“I believe an increasing number 
of banks are becoming interested 
in such financing for companies 
with which they have had deposit 
relations and where they have a 
personal contact with manage- 
ment,” Mr. Hopkinson told the con- 
vention. 

“My study of the situation has led 
me to the conclusion that the time 
is not yet ripe for any trucking 
company, except perhaps in an ex- 
ceptional situation, to attempt to 
market securities, either debt or 
equity, with the general investing 
public. Public financing in the rela- 
tively small units that would seem 
to be appropriate would be prohibi- 
tively expensive

“There might be, however, an- 
other solution using an entirely 
different approach but still ending 
up at the same goal of public 
financing. Although it is com- 
pletely in the realm of speculation 
at this time, I suggest that you 
seriously consider the possibility of 
group action. It might be that by 
this method there could be develop- 
ed something brand new in the 
form of equipment trust certifi- 
cates, something that none of us 

either in the trucking industry 
or in the investment banking world 

has thought of up to now,” he 
stated. 

Mr. Hopkinson had pointed to 
significant trends indicating con- 
tinued expansion of highway trans 
port. These trends include a rise 
in the population; decentralization 
of industry, especially in areas hav- 
ing few railroad facilities; the rail- 
roads abandoning trackage, with 
less trackage today than at the 
turn of the century; a trend in 
common carrier business as private 
fleets dispose of equipment since 
carriers can arrange for return 
loads; and the softening of the at- 
titude of railroads in fighting for 
unprofitable business. 

An especially significant trend 
given by the speaker was a com- 
ment from a railroad executive to 
the effect that if the railroads can 





not get out of unprofitable hauling, 
then rates should be raised to force 
the business to carriers who cal! 
handle it. 


Highway Program 

For highways in the future Col 
Bernard E. Gray, general manager 
of the Asphalt Institute, suggests: 

Better liaison between those who 
build the highways, those who de- 
sign and manufacture equipment 
used on the highways, and those 
who operate the vehicles. 

Facing up the fact that high- 
ways do become inadequate under 
changing conditions, so go ahead 
and make needed improvements 
based on the present highway sys- 
tem. 

The widening of lanes, thus wid- 
ening the path followed by wheels 
and distributing weight over a 
wider area. 

“This widening procedure accom- 
plishes a reduction of harmful 
effect from heavy loading,” Colonel 
Gray told the convention. 

“The difference in pavement be- 
havior where repetition of load is 
confined to a narrow strip less than 
two feet wide, as on an 18-ft. pave- 
ment, compared with possible lat 
eral movement over the five foot 
width on a 24-ft. pavement is very 
marked indeed, and there is n 
more economical way to obtain this 
advantage.” 

The railroads, it was pointed out 
design the road bed, the rolling 
stock, and handle operating condi 
tions, while on highways there is 
no such joint interest. 

“On highways, because of lack of 
liaison between builder and user, 
there has been a lag in such coor 
dinated development and therein 
lies much of our current trouble,” 
the colonel said. 

“Modern society is dependent fo: 
its very existence upon employment 
of the motor vehicle, and the eco 
nomic motor truck will in the long 
run determine the kind of high 
ways that are provided. This being 
so, it is apparent that the sooner 
the road builder and the road user 
sit down together and mutualls 
agree upon a program, the soone! 
will there be obtained the needed 
improvements. Now the user has 
the full right to have a greate! 
voice in this highway building an 
maintenance program, because it is 
for him collectively that the systen

is being built, and moreover he 
pays the bill.” 

Claims that the highway system 
is obsolete and will need complete 
replacement were scored by the 
speaker. The present highway sys- 
tem is the best in the world, he 
said, and aside from replacements 
near cities and industrial centers 
he recommended building on the 
present system, widening existing 
roads to 24 feet, and resurfacing. 


President's Report 

The keynote to the trucking in- 
dustry’s meeting the current chal- 
lenge was given in the annual re- 
port of the association’s president, 
H. D. Horton, board chairman of 
Associated Transport, and his an- 
nouncement that a series of book- 
lets was being prepared to state the 
industry’s case before the public. 

“This industry is the target for 
what I believe to be the most bitter 
campaign by one industry against 
another which has ever come under 
my observation,” Mr. Horton said. 

“We are in the midst of an all- 
out effort by one form of transpor- 
tation to restrain, by artificial and 
uneconomic means, the growth and 
development of another form of 
transport.” 

Mr. Horton recommended two 
phases of action. First, “We must 
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leave no stone unturned in an all- 
out effort to improve our operations 
at the point of contact with the 
public.” 

The second point is for the in- 
dustry to tell its story. “Every op- 
erator in this country should dedi- 
cate himself to be a committee of 
one to carry the story of truck 
service to the people of his com- 
munity,” he said. 

First of a series of booklets was 
announced. The title is “What’s 
This about a ‘Free’ Ride for 
Trucks?” by Mr. Horton. The book- 
let is available from the associa- 
tion, for distribution by carriers to 
the general public. 

The booklet takes up the various 
charges of the railroads, particu- 
larly about taxation, and gives 
facts and figures on the trucking 
industry’s position. 


Lawrence Report 

John V. Lawrence, managing di- 
rector, reviewed the association’s 
activities for the year and in point- 
ing out that the convention faced 
decisive decisions suggested fields 
for definite conclusions in the pub- 
lic’s interest. 

“First of all,” Mr. Lawrence sug- 
gested, “we must either reach, or 
lay the groundwork for reaching 


rapidly, a sound policy with respec’ 
to the size and weight limits of th: 
industry’s vehicles that can be con 
verted into fair and equitable law 
in the several states. 

“Secondly, we must arrive at 
sound and equitable set of princi- 
ples for apportionment of highway) 
costs in the form of use taxes ove) 
the various highway users and par 
ticularly over the trucks and trail 
ers which this industry operates. 

“Thirdly, we must develop and 
enunciate a sound policy to combat 
deliberate violations of state motor 
vehicle size and weight laws 
through flagrant overloading, a 
practice of the few which will have 
disastrous effects in the long run 
on all of the industry if permitted 
to continue.”

piston noise. 

Additional improvements in the 
V-8 engines are hardened valve 
seat inserts for exhaust valves; du- 
plex water pump and series flow 
cooling, insuring against hot spots; 
extra large capacity oil pump and 
accessible vertical drive distributor 
incorporating full vacuum control 
of the ignition. 

Other improvements are in the 
seats, doors, frame, trunk, fabrics, 
instrument panel, brakes, and 
floors. Improved front-end susper 
sion provides greater comfort; 
sound conditioning areas are in 
creased for quieter operation; new 
bumper guards are used; and rear 
bumper and bumper supports are 
ribbed for added strength and 
safety. 

Style changes include several dis- 
tinctive features enriching appear- 
ance without radically changing the 
modern design of the Fords.

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Motor Carrier Fire Accidents 


Up 9% in 1948 Over 1947 


ORE people were killed and in- 
M jured and property damage 

was greater because of fire 
accidents in 1948 than in 1947, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
reports in a 1948 Fire Accident sum- 
mary just published. The summary 
covers 569 fire accidents in 1948 
which were reported to the ICC by 
motor carriers of passengers and 
property operating in interstate or 
foreign commerce. 

Resulting from these fire acci- 
dents were 177 fatalities, 521 per- 
sonal injuries; and $5,112,531 prop- 
erty damage. This compares with 
118 fatalities, 433 injuries, and 
property damage of $4,840,266 for 
1947. 

The report covers fire accidents 
where the fire originated on the ve- 
hicle. And also fires on another ve- 
hicle or on property caused by a mis- 
hap of a vehicle operated in inter- 
state and foreign commerce. 

According to the report, there are 
two general causes of fire accidents 
—driver failure and vehicle failure. 

Drivers, the report charges, failed 
in not detecting and correcting 
many of the vehicle defects. How- 
ever, the motor carrier is charged 
with many of the fire accidents due 
to improper or total lack of inspec- 
tion and maintenance of the vehicles. 

To reduce the number of acci- 
dents in this class, the report recom- 
mends the use of better personnel 
through proper selection and train- 
ing, and the installation of better in- 
spection and maintenance systems. 

ICC contends that fire accidents 
are controllable, and cites a brief 
comparison between the records of 
passenger carriers and _ property 
carriers. 

Bus fire accidents during the past 
four years have decreased from 68 
in 1945 to 44 in 1948, a 35% de- 
crease. On the other hand, accidents 
involving property carriers have in- 
creased from 418 to 525, or an in- 
crease of 25% over the same period. 
Passenger carriers reported 3,581 
accidents of all types in 1945 and 5,- 
199 in 1948, an increase of 45% 
while property carrier accidents in- 
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creased from 8,730 to 16,095, 83%, 
for the same period. 

Thus, ICC points out that the 
record for bus operators was far su- 
perior. Another way of showing 
this, the ICC states, is that in 1948 
one out of every 137 bus accidents 
involved a fire while one out of every 
30 property carrying vehicle acci- 
dents involved a fire. 

ICC further states that by proper 
inspection and maintenance the 
number of fire accidents can be re- 
duced. This can be seen in a com- 
parison of fire accidents caused by 
mechanical defects in vehicles oper- 
ated by passenger and property car- 
riers. 

In this study it is assumed that 
maintenance practices for both 
types of carriers for this period are 
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Charts show number of motor carrier fire accidents, fatalities, injuries, an 


unchanged from previous reports. 
These reports show bus operators 
having maintenance practices su- 
perior to those of property carriers. 
Supporting this, the passenger oper- 
ators reported 13 fire accidents due 
to mechanical defects during 1948 
while property carriers reported 
139. 

ICC states in the report that the 
comparisons are made to show what 
can be done “if genuine effort is 
made to operate safely by inspecting 
religiously and adequately.” 

The majority of fire accidents, 32 
out of 569 in 1948, involved fuel 
spillage, and as a result of this, these 
fires were more severe than other 
fire accidents. Thus, ICC points out 
that spillage should be avoided. This

The low 
cooling jacket and oil temperatures, 
and the protracted periods of idle 
operation, which are characteristic 
of this service frequently cause en- 
gine difficulties and possible fail- 
ures after only a few months and 
at low mileage. Lubricating oil be- 
comes loaded with contaminants in 
a very short period of time. 
“Remedies for these conditions 
are chiefly higher oil and jacket 
temperatures and adequate crank- 
case ventilation with emphasis on 
the necessity for higher jacket in- 
let temperatures obtained by radi- 
ator shutters, by-pass cooling sys- 
tems, or other similar devices. Tem- 
cooling jacket 
should be at 140°F, while 
crankcase oil temperature should be

“Oil filters appear to be helpful 
if the unit is serviced frequently 
enough, while experience indicates 
that frequency of oil change is a 
major factor in promoting engine 
cleanliness.

Private Truck Owners Object to 


Proposed ICC Leasing Rule 


The National Council of Private 
Motor Truck Owners told the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission its ob- 
jections to proposed regulations 
governing motor vehicle leasing ar- 
rangements, recommended by ICC 
Examiner Henry C. Lawton in a 
report issued in August. 

In the brief filed on Docket Ex 
Parte MC-43, the National Council 
questions the authority of the com- 
mission to promulgate rules or reg- 
ulations governing the leasing of 
motor vehicles by or to private 
truck operators, or to restrict the 
right of such operators to augment 
their equipment or facilities as their 
business demands. 

The Council contends that the 
leasing rules proposed are “neither 
necessary, warranted, reasonable, 


” 


nor valid,” and that their adoption 
would impose unnecessary and in 
valid burdens and restraints upon 
all types of carriers and shippers, 
and upon interstate commerce in 
general, contrary to the national 


sv 


transportation policy as expressed 
by Congress. 

A proposal to abolish or restrict 
“trip” or short-term leases of equip- 
ment by placing a 30-day time limi- 
tation on such arrangements when 
made by private carrier or truck 
rental company lessors to regulate 
“authorized” carrier lessees, was 
objected to specifically. 


Double Guilt On 
Overloading Truck 


The Wyoming Trucking Associa- 
tion has advised members of a rul- 
ing by Attorney-General Arnold 
Olsen, of Montana, that both the 
driver and employer are guilty of 
violations of size and weight laws. 
The attorney-general has pointed 
out that the law makes it a crime 
for an owner to cause or knowingly 
permit such a vehicle to be driven, 
as well as a crime to drive such a 
vehicle. The driver, however, is 
solely at fault on speeding charges. 


Wyoming. Nebraska 
Truckers Decide 
Reciprocal Fees 

A pact on license reciprocity has 
been reached by Wyoming and Neb- 
raska officials, requiring that Wy- 
oming operators of trucks of 3,500 
lb. unladen weight pay a $5 regis- 
tration fee and 50¢ for each month’s 
operation in Nebraska. 

Concurring in the agreement 
were W. H. Sigler, Wyoming’s mo- 
tor vehicle director; Norman B. 
Gray, attorney general; and Owen 
J. Boyles, motor vehicle director in 
Nebraska. 

Operators of under 
10,000 lb. must pay the same regis- 
tration fee plus 45¢ per running 
mile, and trucks over 10,000 Ib., the 
$5 fee and l¢ per running mile. 

These charges approximate the 
mill-ton levy plus registration fees 
charged Nebraskans in Wyoming. 
Carriers operating under this pro- 
posed plan must file mileage reports 
with the Nebraska Motor Vehicle 
Department by the fifteenth of each 
month.

1949 Registrations 
Reach New Mark 


A new high in automotive regis 
trations has been reached during 
the first nine months of the year, 
totaling over 4144 million, according 
to R. L. Polk & Co., automotive 
statistician, with registrations for 
the year now topping the previous 
record of nearly four million estab- 
lished in 1929. 

Of the total, trucks accounted for 
717,084 units, as compared with 
805,584 units for the same period 
last year. Car registrations were 
over 3'o million, almost a million 
units more than those registered 
during this period in 1948 

September stands as the second 
highest month of the year in car 
registrations, with 459,647 units, 
a fall of some 19,000 units from 
the number entered in August, but 
trucks rose about 4,000 over the 
August total, numbering 89,253 
units, and were about 4,000 units 
higher than in September, 1948. 

It is estimated that, when regis- 
trations for the year have been 
computed, total new car registra- 
tions will pass the four million 
mark.

Truck-Trailer Manufacturers 
Endorse Uniform Code Ruling 
For Vehicle Sizes: Weights 


A statement of policy, endorsing 
uniform motor vehicle size and 
weight regulations wherever prac- 
tical, was approved by directors of 
the Truck-Trailer Manufacturers 
Association at the fall directors’ 
meeting. 

“The Truck-Trailer Manufactur- 
ers Association believes that the 
various states should adopt motor 
vehicle size and weight regulations 
as nearly uniform as possible, giv- 
ing due regard to differences in 
terrain and established business 
practices,” the statement points out. 

“We believe the size and weight 
restrictions should be designed to 
protect the investment of the peo- 
ple in their pavements and bridge 
structures, but we do not believe 
that any restrictions should be ap- 
plied for the purpose of diverting 
traffic from the highways to com- 
peting modes of transportation.” 

The statement goes on to ac- 
knowledge that present-day estab- 
lished practice of varying axle 
weight limitations in different 
states makes the application of a 
uniform national limit impractical, 
and points out, “The truck-trailer 
manufacturers, representing as 
they do a relatively young indus- 
try, are acutely aware of the rapid- 
ly changing requirements of the 
customers they They are 
equally well aware of the many 
changes taking place in the design 
of vehicles, such as the trend to 
tandem axles, the use of light 
metals, improvements in chassis 
suspension designed to reduce road 
shock, and many other design im- 


serve. 


provements.’ 

Urging caution in attempting to 
limit the growing industry, which 
in the near future may exceed any 
mark foreseen at present, the asso- 
ciation points to the early days of 
the trucking industry, and con- 
trasts the fabulous growth that has 
taken place in the last quarter cen- 
tury, with present-day industry 
requirements leaving far behind the 
inadequate capacities of early vehi- 
cle models. 

“The truck-trailer manufacturers 
are aware of the highway engi- 
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neers’ problem in trying to design 
pavements and bridges for con- 
struction now which will be ade- 
quate 10 to 25 years from now in 
view of the continuing changes in 
vehicle design and performance. It 
is for this reason that the trailer 
manufacturers believe that the 
Bureau of Public Roads is to be 
commended for its leadership in 
such research projects as the in- 
vestigation of the Economics of 
Sizes and Weights of Motor Vehi- 
cles. 

“It is believed that studies of 
this type, together with frequent 
and wholehearted joint consultation 
between highway design engineers 
and vehicle design engineers, are 
the only practical approaches to 
the problem of providing adequate 
highways for the nation’s future 
needs at minimum costs,” the state- 
ment concluded. 


Transport Group 
Wants Army Corps 
To Be Permanent 


Resolutions urging repeal of Fed- 
eral transportation taxes and estab- 
lishment of the Army Transporta- 
tion Corps on a permanent basis 
have been transmitted to Congress 
by the legislative committee of the 
National Defense Transportation 
Association. 

These resolutions had been ap- 
proved by the board of directors of 
the association at its annual con- 
vention, and sent to Representa- 
tives Carl Vinson and Sam Ray- 
burn, and Senator Millard E. Tyd- 
ings. 

The association contends that 
these taxes were not intended pri- 
marily for revenue, but for the re- 
stricted use of transportation facili- 
ties during the period of national 
transportation shortage. The end 
of this shortage, the resolution 
goes on, leaves the taxes as only a 
heavy burden on the transportatior 
industry, retarding its full devel- 
opment as an instrument of na- 
tional defense. 

Should the Transportation Corps 


be established as a permanent part 
of the Army, on a level with the 
other technical services, the asso- 
ciation points out that its present 
uncertain status would no longer 
be an impediment in the way of 
recruiting able personnel. 

“. . Continuance of the Army 
Transportation Corps during peace 
time is necessary for perfecting the 
transportation organization, im- 
proving its techniques and proce- 
dures, giving training and experi- 
ence to key personnel and the per- 
petuation of the mutually helpful 
collaboration which the Army, 
through the Transportation Corps, 
has developed with civilian trans- 
portation agencies. The specialized 
importance of transportation in 
modern warfare should be recog- 
nized by giving the Army Trans- 
portation Corps permanent statu- 
tory status,” the resolution stated. 


Trucks Race “Lungs” 
To Polio Victims 


Trucks have been doing yeoman 
service in the recent emergency cre- 
ated by the polio epidemic. Because 
the supply of iron lungs is scant, 
the various transportation agencies 
cooperated in speedy distribution 
of the units in the interests of 
public service, and motor carriers 
have acquitted themselves gener- 
ously and skillfully in these errands 
of mercy. 

One such company is the Bekins 
Van and Storage Co. In response 
to a call from the National Foun- 
dation for Infantile Paralysis, to 
which it had offered its services, 
the company raced behind a police 
escort to carry the unit 100 miles 
from Los Angeles to Santa Barbara 
in time to save a life.

Industry Reviews 
Costs Savings 


Here is an account of some of 
the efforts truck and car manufac- 
turers are making to keep indus- 
try costs and prices to the mini- 
mum, according to the Automobile 
Manufacturers Association. 

These savings have come _ in 
“non-productive” operations. These 
are new mechanical methods for 
material handling; automatic in- 
spection devices; better plant main- 
tenance practices; and improved 
packaging, purchasing, and parts 
distribution methods. 

In some instances, manufacturers 
have reported savings of as much 
as 826% by a tool research pro- 
gram to increase the life of equip- 
ment. 

Other cost shaving has been ac- 
complished by simplifying parts de- 
signs. One example is the experi- 
ence of a firm that produces over a 
million vehicles annually, which 
saved $1 per vehicle by using a less 
complicated ignition switch, and 
saved 19¢ per car by changing from 
a two-tone to a single color in 
steering wheels. 

Industry officials note that these 
measures of economy have per- 
mitted the manufacture of vehicles 
that require more “labor content.” 
At present, the personnel in the 
automotive industry is 71° higher 
than in 1939, largely to accommo- 
date the greater need of man-hours 
of labor to incorporate features of 
post-war styling and engineering. 

The industry holds up its record 
of skillful cost reductions that lead 
to the employment of more people 
at higher wages in the manufac- 
ture of vehicles embodying more 
hand care, and at prices that more 
people than ever before can afford

Ice or dry ice is placed behind 
the bunker, and air is drawn 
through an opening at the bottom 
of the bunker wall, through the ice, 
to the fan where it is forced 
throughout the body.

oil removed cannot be redeposited 
as film on the surface. 

Through emulsifying action, oil 
and water can be mixed together. 
In practically all of the hot tank 
cleaners such action is used to dis- 
perse detached oil in water. Usu- 
ally, an emulsifying agent is used 
that will permit the oil droplets to 
converge whenever they touch each 
other. As more oil enters the clean- 
ing solution, the droplets become 
larger until a continuous oily layer 
floats on the top of the cleaning 
solution. This feature is advan- 
tageous because the oil can literally 
be skimmed off the top of the clean- 
er. Thus the life of the cleaning 
solution is lengthened. 


Solvent Action 


One of the best demonstrations 
of solvent action, as applied to 
cleaners, is to observe how ordi- 
nary table salt dissolves in a glass 
of water. The salt is broken down 
into particles so small they cannot 
be seen, even with the most power- 
ful microscopes. However, water is 
effective as a solvent only on cer- 
tain salts, alkalies, and acids. In 
similar fashion, other solvents de- 
rived from petroleum, wood, or coal, 
can dissolve oil, grease, paraffin, 
wax, resins, etc. These organic solv- 
manufactured into 
cleaning agents which are chemi- 
cally neutral and such _ solutions 
offer a method for the safe clean- 
ing of reactive metals such as alu- 
minum, magnesium, zinc, and cop- 
per.

ents can be 


jobs can be handled by organic solv- 
ents. Among these jobs are the re- 
moval of carbon, varnish, and gum 
from engine parts. Such cleaners 
act on the oil or resinous binders 
that hold the particles of carbon 
together. Adhesion of the carbon 
particles is disrupted and the car- 
bon deposit can be flushed off. As 
a general rule, a carbon deposit is 
formed by a build-up of several 
layers. An effective cleaner will 
penetrate these successive layers. 


Thus, the bond holding an entire 
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mass of carbon can be broken in a 
single cleaning operation. 


Colloidal Activity 

Colloidal activity refers to ma- 
terials which are able to break up 
a solid mass into small particles 
and disperse them evenly through a 
fluid. Thus, colloidal activity plays 
an important role in the removal of 
carbon, as carbon consists of in- 
soluble solid particles bound to- 
gether with hardened gum or resin. 
Colloidal forces cause rapid disper- 
sion of such solid particles, and also 
are effective in softening and swell- 
ing resinous binders. This factor is 
important in the removal of paints, 
enamels, varnish, and similar coat- 
ings. 

Chemical cleaners have been 
developed which will simplify 
any parts cleaning problem. 
Howe ver, the Sé 
designed for specific cleaning 


cleaners are 


purposes, and care should be 
exercised to make sure the 
cleaners are used in accordance 
with the 
ommendations. The 


manufacturer's rec-

job will be done easily, safely, 
and without damage to parts. 


Pre-Cleaning Practice 


Certain deposits of grease, oil, 
and dirt are of the surface variety 
and are easily removed. The most 
economical procedure is to remove 
these deposits before immersing the 
parts in either a cold tank or hot 
tank cleaner. Usually, the prelimi- 
nary cleaning can be handled easily 
in two stages, one before and the 
other after the part is dis-as- 
sembled. 

Typical methods of preliminary 
cleaning are: 


1. Use of an emulsion type clean- 
er which can be applied to the part 
with a spray. After a few minutes 
the cleaner can be flushed off with 
water, taking the grease and dirt 
with it. 

2. Use of a steam cleaner or va- 
por cleaning equipment. With this 
equipment, water in combination 
with the cleaning solution is 
pumped into heating coils and 


raised to a high temperature. Then 
the solution is discharged under 
pressure through special cleaning 
guns in the form of a penetrating 
spray. The combination of moi 
ture, pressure, heat, and cleaning 
agent will save considerable clean- 
ing time on the preliminary clean- 
ing operations. 

3. Use of vapor de-greasing 
equipment. Heat is applied to vola- 
tile solvents contained in a storag 
chamber. As the solvents vaporiz 
they rise to an upper chamber i: 
which the parts to be cleaned ar: 
suspended. The heated vapors con 
dense as they strike the cold parts 
and the result is an efficient de 
greasing action. Special cooling fins 
are placed at the top of the unit to 
trap and condense all vapors which 
rise above the parts to be cleaned, 
and thus prevent unnecessary waste 


Cold Tank Cleaning 

As a general rule, cold tank clean 
ing calls for the use of a volatile typs 
solvent which is placed in an ample- 
sized tank. With several of thes« 
cleaners, the volatility is controlled 
by a liquid seal which floats on the 
surface of the cleaner. When parts 
are immersed in the tank, the seal 
breaks momentarily, but is quickly 
re-established. The seal can be com 
pounded to actively prepare thé 
surface of the parts for easy rins- 
ing. Also, the seal exerts a wiping 
action on the surface of the parts 
and helps to reduce drag-out losses 
from the cleaning tank. 

With this type of cleaner, the 
parts are soaked until the foreig: 
deposits are thoroughly wetted 
softened, and loosened. The clean 
ing action is based on the cleane? 
softening and swelling carbon o1 
other hardened deposits that have 
collected on the surface of the 
parts. 

When the deposits have been loos 
ened, the parts are removed from 
the cleaning solution and placed i: 
the rinsing or flushing compart 
ment of the tank. Then the loos 
ened dirt is removed by rinsing 
with a spray of air and water, ai! 
and safety solvent, or a high pres- 
sure stream of water alone. 

The main objective behind this 
method of cold tank cleaning is to 
prevent the contamination of the 
cleaning solution, thus prolonging 
its useful life. When properly for
